COMPANY MEETING 
CABLE AND WIRELESS (HOLDING) 
CONTRIBUTION TO WAR EFFORT 


The 12th Annual General Meeting of Cable and Wireless (Holding), 
Limited, was held on 30 June in London, the Rt. Hon. Lord Pender 
(the Governor) presiding. 

In his statement circulated with the Report and Accounts the 
Governor said that the reserve fund investments, having a book 
value of £13,725,845, were valued at 31 December last at £11,150,093, 
thus showing a depreciation of £2,575,752, or 19 per cent., as against 
17 per cent. at the end of the previous year. The income from invest- 
ments received in 1940 amounted to £540,234, which compares with 
£547,572 in the previous year. 

My address is once more made under the shadow of war. For that 
reason I know you will not expect me to make any forecast con- 
cerning the results of the present year, a course which even in normal 
times is fraught with difficulty. Suffice it for the present that the 
associated companies are making no mean contribution to the 
national effort. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

There were no changes in June in the official rates for the currencies quoted in the table. Canadian funds in New York 
were at a discount of 124 per cent. on 29 May, 113 per cent. on 5 June, 12} per cent. on 12 June, 11? per cent. on 19 June, 
and 12 per cent. on 26 June. 

The Shanghai dollar rate varied between 344d. and 344d., the movement on balance during the month showing an 
appreciation of sterling of about 1 per cent. The New York free market rate was 4-033 or 4-035 throughout June.

INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 
wholesale trading in textiles in May, with comparative 
figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating to 
(1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade and (3) the total 
for Great Britain, based on average monthly sales in 1937 = 
100. The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale 
Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England, do not include the turnover of all the wholesale 
textile houses, but practically all the important houses in 
the large centres of distribution are normally contributors. 
The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, including 
wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well as 
furnishings, and in computing the value of sales the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods 
since the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken 
as representing the volume of goods sold. 


Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action.

WAR DAMAGE 
NEW BOARD OF TRADE ORGANISATION 


The Board of Trade announce that an expanded and 
decentralised organisation has been set up by them in 
co-operation with the Insurance Companies and Lloyds to 
assist the Insurance and Companies Department of the 
Board in the settlement of claims which arise under both 
the business insurance scheme of Part II of the War Damage 
Act, 1941, and the commodity insurance scheme under 
Part II of the War Risks Insurance Act, 1939. 

For this purpose the United Kingdom, which has hitherto 
consisted of 11 districts, has been divided into 31 Insurance 
Districts (apart from the London area) in each of which an 
expert Insurance Committee has been appointed to super- 
vise the work and make recommendation as to the settlement 
of claims. The London Area has been divided into four 
Districts working under the general supervision of a 
Committee of Management. 


WAR DAMAGE ACT, 1941 (PART 1!) 


DEFINITION OF LAND 

Doubts have been expressed as to the precise meaning 
attaching to the words “such plant and machinery,” 
which appear in paragraph (c) of the definition of “‘ land ”’ 
in section 95 of the War Damage Act, 1941. 

It is understood that all plant and machinery specified 
in the Schedule to the Plant and Machinery (Valuation for 
Rating) Order, 1927 (S. R. & O. 1927 No. 480) in or on 
the land, will be treated by the War Damage Commission 
as part of the land, and that the question whether any 





particular item of plant and machinery is or is not rated, 
or even rateable, will be treated as irrelevant.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY EXEMPTIONS 
RENEWED 


The Treasury have made the Safeguarding of Industries 
(Exemption) No. 3 Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 899, 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1936, renewing 
until 31 December 1941 the exemption from Key Industry 
Duty of all articles at present exempt. 


COTTON CONTROL 
LOOM LICENSING 


The introduction of loom licensing for cotton and rayon 
weaving has led to numerous inquiries by manufacturers 
and others affected, as to the way in which the new Order 
(The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 21) Order, 1941— 
see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 26 June 1941, page 
408) is intended to operate. Licences were posted to all 
manufacturers on 20 June. Any firm weaving cotton or 
rayon fabrics of the kind covered by the Order who have 
not received a licence by 26 June should communicate with 
the Cotton Control. The general effect of the licences will 
be to reduce the number of looms running. While concen- 
tration is being effected, it will not generally be possible to 
run the full complement of looms even in nucleus mills. 

Where the number of looms licensed is less than the 
number which have been operated and which still contain 
warps, it is not intended that warps should immediately 
be taken out of looms not licensed to run. The number of 
looms mentioned on the licence is the number which the 
firm may continue to operate and warps may not be pre- 
pared for any greater number of looms. Warps already 
in looms in excess of this number may be woven out, if this 
can be done before 7 July or such later date to allow for 
annual holidays if these occur before then, but no further

warps may be inserted in such looms without the authority 
of the Controller. Firms concerned were notified some 
time ago that they would not be given licences to use looms 
after 12 July. 

Manufacturers who will shortly be stopping completely 
are naturally concerned about their existing cloth contracts, 
especially if these are covéred by preference directions. 
In order to enable such contracts to be carried out the 
Controller is willing to consider authorising the transfer of 
the yarn contracts concerned to another manufacturer if 
application is made to him with the approval of each of the 
parties concerned. The present loom licences cover a period 
of six weeks commencing 23 June. Manufacturers whose 
status under the concentration scheme has not yet been 
finally settled may wish to know whether they should 
accept additional business. Until their status has been 
decided it would be unwise for them to extend their order 
books and any orders which cannot be completed within 
the six weeks should therefore not be accepted. 

The Order applies to preparation of warps for looms as 
well as the use of the looms and so affects some firms who 
are not manufacturers, including commission sizers and 
some yarn dyers. In general, it may be taken that yarn 
processing is only covered if it involves the winding of 
warps into beams to be used in the loom. If any firms, 
other than manufacturers who do this class of work, have 
not received a licence they should apply for one to the 
Control. Similarly, manufacturers who wish to size warps 
for other manufacturers should apply for a licence to do so. 


CONTROL OF TRANSHIPMENT 
LICENCES TO BE REQUIRED 


The Board of Trade announce that from 15 July 1941 
control by licence will be applied to all goods imported into 
the United Kingdom for transhipment. No licence, how- 
ever, will be required for goods proved to the satisfaction 
of H.M. Customs to have been dispatched to this country 
before that date. 

This control will not apply to goods remaining on board 
for onward carriage in the same ship, or to ships’ surplus 
stores transferred under Customs Transhipment Regu- 
lations to other ships for use as stores. 

No arrangements should be made for the dispatch after 
15 July to this country of any goods to be exported after 
transit through the United Kingdom, or by way of tran- 
shipment, until a licence expressly permitting this has been 
obtained from the Import Licensing Department, 1-6, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 

Failure to comply with this requirement will render the 
goods liable to seizure on arrival in the United Kingdom. 
Where, however, goods, not already covered by a special 
transhipment licence arrive in United Kingdom ports, 
transhipment applications may be made, as heretofore, to 
the Customs authorities. But these applications will only 
be granted in exceptional circumstances. 

The new regulations will not be enforced at present in 
respect of goods dispatched from Kire and passing through 
Northern Ireland to another point in Eire. 

Full details of the new scheme are contained in “ Notice 
to Importers No. 132” issued by the Import Licensing 
Department, from whom forms of application for licences 
can be obtained at the address given above. 


CONTROL OF UPPER LEATHER 


Those concerned are reminded that Direction No. 3 
under the Control of Leather (No. 2) Order (see the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 3 April 1941, page 235) ceased to 
operate from 30 June and that after that date the acquisi- 
tion of upper leather by any person not being a merchant, 
factor or importer of upper leather will be subject to licence. 
Those persons who require a licence and have not yet 
made application as advised in the notice issued by the 
Ministry of Supply on 31 March should submit their 
applications at once. Forms of application can be obtained 
from the Director of Civilian Leather Supplies, 51, St. 
Michael’s Road, Bedford, to whom all enquiries in the 
matter should be addressed.

Attention is also called to Article I of the Control of 
leather (No. 2) Order, 1941 (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6 March 1941, page 148), whereby it is an 
offence for any person : 

(i) to acquire any upper leather except under the 
authority of, and in accordance with, a licence 
granted, or a special or general Direction issued by 
the Ministry of Supply ; 

(ii) to dispose of any upper leather except to a person 
who is authorised to acquire that upper leather by 
virtue of a licence granted, or a special or general 
Direction issued by the Minister of Supply. 


FERTILISERS: PRICE REDUCTIONS 


The Control of Fertilisers Orders, Nos. 10 and 11 (S. R. & 
O. 1941 Nos. 907 and 908, price 1d. and 2d. respectively), 
have been issued by the Minister of Supply fixing maximum 
prices for sulphate of ammonia, superphosphate and 
compounds. The maximum prices of sulphate of ammonia 
are the same as for last season, but, as announced separately, 
farmers who book their orders early will get a Government 
distribution allowance of 28s. per ton. As part of the 
Government offer the early delivery rebate on compounds 
has been increased from 1s. 6d. to 2s. 6d. per ton per 
month. The prices of phosphatic fertilisers and compounds 
are also lower than last season. The reduction in the case 
of superphosphate is 5s. and of ground phosphate 8s. 6d. 
per ton in bags, and the prices are reduced by a further 
ls. 6d. where delivery is not made in bags supplied by the 
seller. These price redutions, which are also carried into 
the prices of compounds, are due to the use in connection 
with these fertilisers of the monies formerly applied to the 
basic slag subsidy. 


CONSUMER RATIONING 
TRANSFER OF RETAILERS’ STOCKS 

The Board of Trade are prepared to license the transfer 
of stocks of rationed goods from one retailer to another 
free of coupon restrictions under the Consumer Rationing 
Order*. 

In cases where a retailer is giving up business and trans- 
ferring it or the stocks to another retailer the Board will 
also consider issuing a licence to enable him to transfer 
any coupons he may have on hand at the time of the sale.

THEATRICAL INDUSTRY COMMITTEE APPOINTED 

The President of the Board of Trade recently received 
representatives of the theatre industry to discuss the 
position created by the introduction of clothes rationing. 
The deputation was introduced by Mr. Nigel Colman, M.P., 
and the case for the industry was stated by Mr. Bronson 
Albery. 

The principle was conceded that the industry required 
special facilities to enable its members to exercise their 
professional activities, but that in determining these 
requirements a rigorous economy must be exercised 
consistent with the function of the industry in supplying 
reasonable entertainment to the public. 

Mr. Lyttelton agreed to the formation of a committee 
to be called The Theatrical Industry Rationing of Clothes 
Committee composed of members of the various theatre 
organisations concerned, and comprising (1) a London 
section, and (2) a Provincial section, to hear and consider 
all applications from the industry for coupons and to advise 
the Board of Trade as to the grant it is essential to make 
in the case of every new production and for renewals of 
existing productions.

COLLECTION OF COUPONS FOR GIFTS 
OF CLOTHING 

The Board of Trade have considered the questions as to 
whether coupons should be collected from the recipients 
of gifts of clothing. It is felt that if such gifts were made 
free of coupon the recipients would be placed at an advant- 
age over those who had been compelled to make their 
purchases from shops against the surrender of coupons. 

The Board will very shortly be making an order directing 
that coupons should be collected whenever new clothing is 
handed out by voluntary and charitable organisations and 
in the meantime they are asking all such organisations to 
adopt this procedure. 


NEW CONSUMER RATIONING ORDER 


NEW COUPON RATES: EXEMPTIONS AND 
DEFINITIONS 


The Consumer Rationing (No. 2) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 939, price 3d), made by the Board of Trade on 
1 July, achieves a new step in the rationing of Clothing 
and Footwear. 

The new list of “ pointings”’ (coupon rates) clarifies a 
number of doubtful cases and removes some anomalies. 

The introduction of new categories allows for the lower 
pointing of some garments and there are further differentia- 
tions between “ woollen” garments and garments other 
than woollen. A schedule of further exemptions is included 
and further definitions are given. 

Obviously these modifications, involving the reconciling 
of a number of different factors, could not have been made 
at the time of the issuing of the original Order. Since then, 
however, the trades have been consulted and the amend- 
ments have been based largely on the recommendations of 
the Retailers’ Advisory Committee and the Trade Suppliers’ 
Committee which have been working day and night on the 
problems involved. 


The following are the main points of the Amendment :— 

(1) New exemptions and definitions. 

(2) Certain furnishing fabrics included in exemptions 
when sold retail. 

(3) Second-hand goods require coupons if sold above 
fixed prices. Those prices are fixed as follows 
(the sum against each item must be multiplied by 
the number of coupons appropriate to the par- 
ticular article) :—

Many Fornisuine Faprics EXEMPTED FROM 
Rationine At Reta, SraGE 

Under the new Consumer Rationing Order various classes 
of furnishing fabrics have been exempted from rationing, 
and traders must now supply these to retail customers 
under Article 1 of the Order without demanding coupons. 

The exemption applies to those furnishing fabrics of the 
types listed below. If a trader is in doubt as to whether a 
particular fabric falls within the exemption, he should 
consult his Trade Association. 

The classes of exempted furnishing fabrics are :— 

(1) Damask, Brocade and other Figured (Jacquard woven) 

fabrics. 

(2) Moquette, Plush, Terry and Genoa and Mohair Velvet. 

(3) Roman Satin, Chenille and Repp. 

(4) These printed fabrics, weighing not less than 7 ounces per 

square yard, viz.: Chintz, Crash, Cretonne, Linen and 
Union. 

Coupons are still required for sales between Traders. The 
Board of Trade, however, are prepared to consider the issue 
of licences to persons registered under the Woven Textiles 
Order, whose trade is entirely, or almost entirely, in these 
fabrics. Other registered persons will not be given licences 
but any quota they derive from supplying furnishing fabrics 
in the standard period, they may use for supplying other 
fabrics. 

The Board of Trade contemplate allowing the release of 
the exempted fabrics’on a small scale after 30 September. 


MOTOR FUEL RATIONING 


The Secretary for Petroleum announces that he has given 
a Direction (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 834, price 1d.) under the 
Motor Fuel Rationing Order, 1941 (see the ‘“ Board of 
Trade Journal ” of 29 May 1941, page 349).

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BRITISH STANDARDS SPECIFICATIONS 


DEVICES FOR AUTOMATIC DETECTION OF 
INCENDIARY BOMBS 


It will be recalled that a Report by a Committee set up 
at the request of the Ministry of Home Security to investi- 
gate the methods available for the detection of incendiary 
bombs was recently published by the Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineers. In this Report it was stated that the 
information given therein would be supplemented from 
time to time by the issue of British Standard Specifications. 

A B.S. Specification for detectors of the heat-sensitive 
type was issued by the British Standards Institution as 
BS/ARP 53 a few months ago, and this has now been followed 
up by the issue of a specification BS/ARP 55 for “‘ Detectors 
of Incendiary Bombs by Electrical Circuits Ruptured by 
Impact.” This applies to detector systems in which a bell 
or other alarm is caused to operate by the impact of a 
’ falling bomb causing the rupture of a special “ detector 
conductor’ forming part of a closed electrical circuit. 
Systems of this sort are stated to be primarily intended for 
installation in buildings such as dwelling houses and small 
industrial or commercial premises, and if the specification 
is complied with the bomb will be detected immediately on 
arrival and before a fire has been started. 

The special ‘‘ detector conductor ”’ is passed backwards 
and forwards over the area to be protected, and full direc- 
tions for the spacing and arrangements of the conductor 
are given. The mechanical properties of the conductor are 
specified in detail, as it is essential that the wire breaks 
and does not merely stretch when hit by a bomb. From 
this point of view plain soft copper wire is definitely un- 
suitable, but hard-drawn copper wire of gauge 28-32 8.W.G. 
will meet the prescribed tests. 

As the system works on the closed-circuit principle, a 
relay must be used and its reliability is a matter of particular 
importance. Details of suitable relays are given at some 
length, together with appropriate circuit diagrams. 

This specification should appeal to the home-constructor 
as well as to those who manufacture or instal detector 
systems on a commercial scale. Copies (Ref. BS/ARP 55)

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantees Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHort-TerRM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or } 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
“ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, PTO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.
